Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The Request filed on 6/17/2008 for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 
based on parent Application No. 09/93 1 ,749 is acceptable and a RCE has been established. 
An action on the RCE follows. 



Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 3, 7, 8, 10, 13-15, and 17-23 been cancelled; therefore, Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 9, 1 1, 12, 

and 16 are pending in application 09/931,749. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The rejection of Claims 1 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sanoff 
et al. (Sanoff, Alvin P.; Glastris, Kukula, The Consulting game: Schools turn to outside help 
to target and select students." US News & World Report, vl 19, nl 1, pi 19 (4), September 18, 
1995) in view of Thomas (US 2002/0002482 Al), and further in view of Bayer et al. (US 
7,171,567 Bl) is withdrawn due to Applicant's amendments. 

4. The rejection of Claims 2, 4-6, 9, 1 1, and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sanoff et al. (Sanoff, Alvin P.; Glastris, Kukula, The Consulting game: Schools turn to 
outside help to target and select students." US News & World Report, vl 19, nl 1, pi 19(4), 
September 18, 1995) in view of Thomas (US 2002/0002482 Al) is withdrawn due to 
Applicant's amendments. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 9, 11, 12, and 16 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

7. The Prior art fails to teach or suggest using the information in the database to segment the 
candidates (interested in an educational institution) into one or more candidate segments 
based on one or more criteria established by the educational institutions; and preparing 
mailing packages for each candidate which includes an incentive to respond to a survey and a 
unique user name and password for accessing the survey form by the Internet, tailoring the 
incentive based on the candidate segments.
